tries* (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following Order further to amend the Scooters 
(Distribution and Sale) Control Order, 1960, namely:— 

1, This Order may be called the Scooters (Distribution and Sale) Control 
(Third Amendment) Order, 1985. 

2. In the Scooters (Distribution and Sale) Control Order, 1960,— 


(i) for sub-clause (2) of clause 5, the following sub-clauses shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

"(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-clause (2B), every applicant shall 
also furnish along with the application a Post Office Savings Bank 
Pass Book from a post office evidencing the fact that he has opened 
a Security Deposit Account in the post office for a sum not less 
than Rs. 250, and pledged to the dealer 
(2A) When the Scooter/Motor Cycle is ready for delivery, the dealer 
shall send intimation of that fact in writing to the pledger applic¬ 
ant along with the Post Office Savings Bank Pass Book and an 
authority authorising the pledger applicant to withdraw the money

from the post office. 

Where, at the commencement of the Scooters (Distribution and Sale) 
Control (Third Amendment) Order, 1965, the name of any person 
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appears in the books of the dealer as an applicant for the purchase 
of a Scooter/Motor Cycle, such person shall, within sixty days of 
such commencement, furnish such Post Office Savings Bank Pass 
Book as is referred to in sub-clause (2) in lieu of the bank 
guarantee already furnished to the dealer, and thereupon the dealer 
shall release the bank guarantee forthwith:

S.O. 2138.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 18G of the Indus¬ 
tries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1851 (05 of 1851), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following Order further to amend the Motor Cars 
(Distribution and Sale) Control Order, 1959, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Motor Cars (Distribution and Sale) Control 
(Second Amendment) Order, 1965. 

2. In the Motor Cars (Distribution and Sale) Control Order, 1959,— 

(i) for sub-clause (2) of clause 5, the following sub-clauses shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-clause (2B), every applicant shall 
also furnish along with the application a Post Office Savings Bank

If it is intended to obtain a loan for the payment of price, the name and 
address of the creditor should be stated. It should also be clearly 
specified whether the vehicle will be mortgaged by way of security.
